H E bane of the American In public life is notoriety—the 
most diillcult thing for him to avoid. 
Always a spectacular 
people, we are growing more and more accustomed to the 
publicity that is demanded and enjoyed by both tho actors 
and tho audience, and have dropped all too easily into the 
habit of having people regard ns as being of moro import- 
ance than in reality we are. This is mie of the vicos of 
the age. 
' 


But, claim some, thè desire for renown, tho thirst for 
fame, is highly commendable and befitting tho loftiest patriot and the most 
modest private citizen. 
There has over existed in man the wish to be cele- 
brated. 
'»Tho happiest of all men is he who lives in conscious certainty of 
posthumous fame," was written by a Roman poet nearly 2000 years ago, and 
is as true to-day as when written. 


But 'there is a vast difference between fame and notoriety. 
Fame rests 
on respect and admiratlwi; notoriety is less valuable, because it is commonly 
used of things known to tholr disadvantage and is at best built principally 
and usually upon the lowest order of curiosity. 
It is a habit that develops 
tho coarser side of human naturo and appeals to tho lower motivos. 


The philosophers tell us that tho pure and manly and those that aim 
high must be simple; and if simple, must keep a largo part of their life out 
of the market place. 


To accomplish this—to avoid cheap and glittering notoriety—is the hardest 
task of all. For there are these two forces constantly at war—the centripetal 
sending us out to our kind and tho centrifugal drawing us in to our inner 
solves. 
It is necessary to seek social existence and so create society and to 
vindicate tho fact of our personality. 
Even tho prisoner objects to lose his 
Individuality, and to be known as '^No. OiU." There is in every man a legiti- 
mate desire for the sympathy of bis kind. 


But tho man who inherits tho old fashioned love of privacy is robbed of 
what he holds highest in life when surrounded by—literally bathed in— 
notoriety. 


A healthy care for the good opinion and sympathy of our fellow man 
and a longing for his approval of our public acts is good and becomes a 
stimulus for better things; but a thirst -for applause from the heedless 
thousands—applause for personal wicaknesses rather than approval for public 
deeds—is debasing and contemptible. 
Excitement has usurped the place of 
happiness. 


And so overmastering has this passion for notoriety become, the public 
is so insatiable for new horrors in the notorious, that the lives of its public 
servants are obliged to be blazoned abroad with more and moro minuteness 
of detail until their daily chroniclings are either exaggerated beyond semblance 
of truth or made up entirely of new and brightly colored calico. 


Commerce is King 


RAISING DAIRY COAYS. 


If dairymen would dei)end upon rais. 
ing their dairy .animals themselves, the 
result would be much more satisfac- 
tory, as a rule, than to buy from stock- 
men or speculators in a haphar.ard 
way any "pickups" that are offered. 


In order to begin right, calves should 
bo selected whose grandanis on both 
sides had a good record at the pail or 
churn; then there will be a reasonable 
hope that the calf will evolve into a 
profitable cow. 


If they are in the dairy business for 
milk, then the attention is drawn to- 
ward the animal which will turn her 
food and energies into furnishing an 
abundance of milk; but if the aim he 
cream or butter wo do not care wheth- 
er tho amount of milk bo large or 
small, so it yields a proper amount of 
butter fat. 


Eut if the dairyman deems the rear- 
ing of calves only a "side Issue." a n d ' 
as a result gives only indifferent treat- 
ment, he might just as well buy his 
own cows; for a stunted calf is a piti- 
able object, and will never fulfill its 
destiny, no matter what its after treat- 
ment may be. 


Extravagance in the feeding of the 
calf is pardonable-parsimoniousnpss. 
never. 
Extravagant feeding—it would 
b3 so called by many—means 
fresh 
milk from the cow or new milk for at 
least three weeks after the birth of the 
calf: and the calf that is not 
worth 
what new milk it can consume during 
the first few weeks of its life is notJ 
worth the roaring. Let me emphasize 
that tho first weeks of the calfs exis- 
tence determines its value later on.— 
Dairy Farmer. 
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For oily hair, put a teaspoonful of 
borax in the Avater for a shampoo, and 
in the rinsing water also.

ODEKN energy is consecriited to commerce. 
The world wants to 
produce more and more, and wants more and more to exchange 
its products. 
The earth is similar to a large orange that human 
labor squeezes. 
The earth itself does not suiBce. 
Man borrows 
from the atmosphere, from the sun. tho forces disseminated in 
space. 
H e takes them to multiply tho products that his appetite 


claims. 


Another form of labor takes hold of the amazing products, measures them, 
classifies them, ships them, inscribes them, counts them, pays for them, in 
order that they may increase in passing from producer to consumer, that 
they may become values by circulating merely. Wealth, like heat, is the 
daughter of motion. 
By traversing the earth, man widens his '-prison;" his 
perpetual agitation Increases in his eyes the little planet that confines him. 


It is commerce that produces these astonishing effects, or—if one wish— 
these singular illusions. 
Aided by modern invention, which has created swift 
means of transport and of communication, commerce makes secondary in the 
present phase of history most other manifestations of iiuman activity. An- 
tiquity has known nothing similar to that. 
Men who have written on social 
life considered formerly economics as an inferior part of politics. 
Commerce 
was only to assure the normal subsistence of the city's inhabitants. 


The modern movement began to develop in the sixteenth century. Ger- 
many contributed more to it than one may believe. 
In her actual develop- 
ment Germany has done nothing more than to rediscover the processes in 
which she made experiments in the Middle Ages. The Hanseatic League vras 
an initiator. 
The example of the great modern forLanes was furnished ccr- 
tainly by the Fugger family, those bankers of Augsburg about whom so 
many interesting details appear in the '^Conversations of Luther." 


"Fugger said that he did not know the amount of his wealth, for his 
money was in Turkey, in Greece, in Alexandria, in France, in Portugal, in 
Poland and in England. 
H e could estimate only what he had in Augsburg." 


This is the starting point 
President McKinley, on the evo of the day 
when he was struck by an assassin, told the new perspectives that were 
open to the world. Ho said sagely that commercial wars were without profit, 
that overproduction In America had to obtain by treaties new fields. 


Europe will have to settle soon the grave and complex question of ex- 
changes with America. The commercial future of the world demands a now. 
prodigious effort of human activit}'. 
This explains why the young men of 
the day incline tp a commercial careen 
They are impelled by a force stronger 
than they. 
Every one feels that the life of a nation depends as much upon 
activity in time of peace as upon courage in time of war. 


FATTENING CHICKENS IX COOPS. 


Although the cramming machine in 
tho hands of an expert will probably 
give the best results in finished product, 
small coops for fattening chickens willi 
bo found the most profitable by most 
chicken raisers. 
These coops are used 
very largely in England and have been 
adopted successfully by tho Canadian 
Government. 
The accompanying il- 
lustration shows a coop divided into 
three parts, wliich will hold a dozen 
chickens. 
These coops are built of 
lathe and one inch square pieces for 
the framework. Each part is two feet; 
long, sixteen inches wide and twenty 
inchcs high, which experiments have 
shown to be tho best size. 


Tho coops are placed out of doors 
in the shade, either under trees or in 
:n open shed, but in severe v/enther 
should be placed in a closed building. 
A. small Y-shaped trough Is used to 
hold the feed, and water is snnplied in 
cup. which may be fastened to the 
slats. 
Young chickens from four to 
six months of age aire commonly used 
for fattening. 
About four are plnced 
In a coop, where they are fed three 
times daily, as much as they will eat 
^^ ground grain, chiefly oats. 
At or 
lear the end of the period of fattening, 
which lasts from four to six weeks, a

Instead of drugging themselves with dangerous medicines, 
which In the end make wrecks of their constitutions, all they require to do is 
to secure a suitable pair of spectacles to correct tlieir eye defects. The cure 
Is so ludicrously simple that It is generally overlooked. In children especially 
all nervous symptoms should excite the suspicion that the eyes may be at 
fault and lead to their examination by a a oculist.

In a trial with lOU chickens, Trofes- 
sor James 
Ilobinson, of €anada, 
found that they almost doubled in 
weight ill thirty-six days of feeding. 
For every pound of increase in live 
weight they 
consumed 5.44 pounds 
ground oats and G.43 pounds 
skim- 
milk. At $1 per 100 pounds for ground 
oats and twenty cents per lUO pounds 
of skimmilk, the cost was nearly six 
and three-quarter cents per pound gain 
for feed only. 


While the increase in weight wa^ 
nearly 100 per cent., this gain waif 
mostly of flesh. Three chiclcens dresseil 
before fattening weighed, with feath^ 
ers off, eight pounds and eight ounces; 
After this period of fattening, threé 
chickens, of the same quality at the 
start, weighed, with feathers olf, six- 
teen pounds four ounces, their bones 
one pound eleven ounces, and the edible 
meat seven pounds six ounces. 
Not 
only was there a gain of about 200 per 
cent in edible meat, but it was of much 
better quality. If all fowls, when fat- 
tened for the market, are conOned for 
a month in coops of this kind and fed 
in a similar manner, they will return 
a much higher price and greater profit.
